Claims 10 and 12-16 

Claims 10 and 12-16 lack novelty and do not involve 
an inventive step in the light of document 1 cited in the 
international search report . 

Document 1 discloses a feature wherein a base 
sequence having the Q sequence of the tobacco mosaic 
virus, a base sequence having the leader sequence of the 
alfalfa virus, or a short base sequence that is obtained 
by altering these base sequences is introduced into the 5' 
terminal of mRNA that is a protein translational template 
molecule and furthermore a sequence structure having at 
least a non- translational sequence is introduced into the 
3' terminal thereof in order to construct mRNA having a 
high translation efficiency, discloses the feature of 
constructing a plasma having broad applicability, which 
contains the transcriptional template DNA of said 
constructed mRNA, and discloses a cell -free protein 
synthesis method that employs these features. 

The "base sequence having the Q sequence" disclosed 
in document 1 corresponds to the "polynucleotide 
exhibiting a translation efficiency-re gulating activity" 
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that is set forth in this application; therefore, the 
inventions set forth in claims 10 and 12-16 cannot be 
differentiated from the inventions disclosed in document 
1. 

Claims 1-9, 17 and 18 

The invention set forth in claims 1-9, 17 and 18 is 
not disclosed in any of the documents cited in the 
international search report; therefore, it is novel and 
involves an inventive step. 
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
